He quoted 
a declalon of the suprem e court of 
the nation to prove that Jt was un­ 
lawful for any state to curtail the 
operations of state and local offic­ 
ers In 
enforcing 
the 
Eighteenth 
amendment and the Volstead act, a 
law which covers the entire United 


same difficulties prevailed. There 
existed no power to prohib it tr a n s ­ 
portation of liquor from one state 
to another. For some years It was 
agitated through the country to ob ­ 
tain a suitab le law to prevent li­ 
quor from b ecoming a part of com ­ 
merce traffic b etween states. 
“Even In a dry state there was 
no law to prevent liquor from b e ­ 
ing shipped through the dry state 
and stopping in transit. So liquor 
supposedly consigned to a wet state 
could not he prevented from b eing 
stopped In a dry state. And prob - 
Rtatcs and every state In the na- ab ly not all the liquor consigned to 
tion. 
Such 
would 
b e the 
result, 
he 
pointed out, if voter» in this state 
voted to repeal 
the 
W right 
act. 
which is merely a coordinating act 
with the national prohib ition laws 
and which enab les state and local 
officers to enforce the national law. 
If the W right act Is repealed, he 
declared, It would handcuff all po­ 
lice officers In the state in enforc­

Men d e a l­ 
ing In liquor have never paid any 
attention to this law.

the nation—m ajority rule. 
National Government 
“Finally, a step further was t a k ­ 
en to call upon the national gov­ 
ernm ent to pass a prohib itory li­ 
quor law. 
Up until that tim e the 
federal government ‘..ad no power 
to do this, to pass any kind of a 
prohib itory law. 
It was proposed 
finally that dry territories could 
protect their people with a law for 
prohib ition. 
“So th# Eighteenth am endm ent 
was drawn and provided exactly, in 
all respects, for Its adoption Just 
. . . 
I** all
